Of course this does not 
mean that General Gorgas will be re­ 
tired in October, because 
no 
one 
would consider retiring a man who 
«•very day ia demonstrating his youth 
and efficiency in a position of such 
. great responsibility as that of sur­ 
geon-general of the United States ar­ 
my during the greatest war in his­ 
tory. 
Those who are in a position to know 
regard General GorgaB as second in 
efficiency only to President Wilson; 
and they marvel at the work he has 
accomplished in the past year. 
Only 
a young man in vigorous health could 
have lived through what the general 
has done since the war began. Office 
hours begin in his office at 9 o'clock* 
but General GorgaB is there by 8 or 
M:80, and he is one of the last to leave 
in the afternoon.

He is 
the same efficient genius in organiza 
tion. whose achievement in the sani­ 
tation of the Canal Zone. President 
Taft said, "made possible the cumple 
tion of the greatest industrial under 
taking hi the history of the world."

greater experience, whom the British 
government sent for to go to South 
Africa to study conditions and advise 
methods for 
preventing 
pneumonia 
that was killing thousands of miners 
in the Rand and in Rhodesia 
All 
these tasks which he 
accomplished 
prepared him for the great work in 
which he is now engaged; and his­ 
tory does not record anything more 
remarkable than the training, (n l£ss 
than a year, of the great army of doc­ 
tors, nurses and hospital attendants 
who now protect and care for our 
sick and wounded soldiers in this 
country and France. 
The wisest, the most considerate 
man In the ¡world appoints the next 
Burgeon-General of the United States 
army; and since 
President 
Wilson 
holds justice and efficiency in such 
high esteem, there can be no doubt of 
the reappointment of Surgeon-General 
Gorgas when his term 
expires, 
or 
when he comes to the age of retire­ 
ment. 
If the president has not the 
legal right tp appoint a retired officer 
as surgeon-general, congress will en­ 
act a law giving him that privilege.
